An Euay Head before the Sunday 


School fnttituteof the Cltriitian Church 
of Afaton Co , on Wednesday, March 
1th, by MmBina McLean, of Maroa. 


Eternity alone can tell the good done 


by early traiaing in the way of the 
Lord. 
Therefore, we see at once how 


necessary it is that that training be 
done in a proper manner and the in- 
structions given by the most efficient 
leaohen. The teacher ie, I think, to 
be the first consideration, and is of the 
greitest importance; considering the 
fact that so few make a success ol 
teaching children, it is always consider- 
ed tiresome, discouraging work, because 
one cannot see much if any progress. 
Tbe failure of many teachers lu due, to 
a great extent, to a lack ot language 
and id«aa simple enough to be under- 
stood by the class; little children com- 
prehend oily such things as are made 
very plaio to them ; they have not be- 
gun yet to reason for themselves, and 
the tiioher must do it for them, lead- 
ing them, itep by step, until the little 
mind grasps the meaning, then the 
work is begun. Impress the idea with 
torn* pleasant illustration, and it is 
liktly the lesson will never be entirely 
forgotten. 


In selecting a teacher for the infant 


elan, too much car« can not be exercis- 
ed. 
No teacher is too good, too smart, 


or too well educated to fill the place ; 
the moit culturid, refined, best and 
truest of all, should have the little ones 
inch»rg»; those who have the best 
conception of what a Christian's life 
should be—strong in the faith 
that 


they realty lead and gaide. I have in 
Sunday sohoela the children put off— 
well any place oat of the way of the 
older ODN, with a mere child in charge, 
aid by the importance of her loeks and 
actions you readily surmised that she 
wat the teacher. I remember having 
juit such a position once myself; teach- 
er, indeed ! I had no more business 
there thaa I hare with a Bible class 
DOW ; I wai Dot even a professor of 
Chriit, how could I teach him ? 


ID many Sunday Schools we find 


teachers who team successful in their 
work, yet are net professors, but it 
seemi to me that a teacher ought to be 
able td »», "I am not merely speculat- 
ing oo BOW sice it would be to be a 
Christian, bat on the contrary 1 am a 
Chriitiaa, I am a child of God, and 
have theUeMed assurance that he loves, 
proteeti, and will aave me; that is why 
I eideavor to teach Christ that y»u too 
may trait in him." 
Children like to 


be reaioned with, as soon as tbey are 
old enough to understand ; this ii 
plaiily teen in tkeir wanting to know 


one 83 young as I am ia the Sunday 
School work, to attempt even a little 
advice on the subject. 
Some one might 


well suggest, I might derive benefit 
from serving a time in the infant class, 
under a good teacher, but considering 
the fact thas it has been so short a time 
since I was there, let us hope that I 
have not forgotten all I learned, wheth- 
er my teacher was a pood one or not, 
my recollection of her proves that she 
was or ii a very kind, lovable lady.— 
First, there must be an aim in view ; 
aimless, careless 
teaching never yet 


amounted to much, and again, if one 
would teach much they must teach lit- 
tle, that is little at one time. We all 
know how much better we remember 
one clearly defined idea than a great 
many different ones impressed on the 
mind at the same time, and how much 
more true this is of children. Better 
come before the class with but a single 
idea determined to impress it on every 
child's mind, than to attempt to put 
before them indistinct truths. 
Above 


every thing else as all teachers know, 
the children must be interested, and 
the undivided attention will be secured 
and kept during the recitation hour; 
without this nothing can be accom- 
plished. I think the best way to ob- 
tain attention is to illustrate the lesson ; 
children will tire of even an interesting 
stream of talk, but not readily of look- 
ing, especially if the objects vary.— 
Therefore, it seems almost necessary 
that every primary teacher be provided 
with suitable boards, blocks, and pic- 
tures for illustrations ; I think as much 
advantage could be derived fronoHsuch 
things in the Sunday School as in our 
public schools. 


Last but not loa^t let ua teach rev- 


erence, that is sadly neglected; every 
place the children are too irreverent; 
let us teach them to reverence God and 
then all pertaining to Ilia worship; 
teach them early that the church is 
cot a mere house, but a sanctuary, and 
that our worship is something hicred , 
and then reverence for the pastor, the 
aged, their teacher, in short let us be- 
gin at the beginning to teach tho mini- 
ature men and women, in a truo, ear- 
nest way, the sacredaccs of all that par- 
tains to our religion. 


Perhaps I am taking up too much 


time, but I can hardly quit without 
speaking of my own class. 
I have a 


class of ten girls, varying in age from 
S to 13 years: I take a great deal of 
pride and interest in them, and love 
every one of them. 
My greatest fear 


is that I fail, as their teacher, to do my 
duty. 
Their devotion and trust often 


makes me feel more unworthy to have 
such a responsibility, and I am almost 
anxious to place them in tho care of 
some ono better able to guide in the 
"straight and narrow path." Bat when 
I am with them I take courage and 
think how grieved I would be trf have 
to part with them. 
God bless the 


children, and help all who arc striving 
to lead them to Him who said, "Suffer 
little children to come unto Me, for 
of such is the kingdom of Heaven."

merce street is the business thorough- 
fare, varying from forty to fifty feet in 
width. The stores are one, two and 
occasionally three stories ; the domiciles 
in the oldar part of the town are pack- 
ed together so closely, and are arranged 
so irregularly that the ve.'y sight caus- 
es a feeling of discomfort, and the solid 
architecture of past ages prevails all ov- 
er the place. 
Nearly all the houses of 


any pretensions have spacious verandas 
or galleries. 
A wooden structure has 


been a rarity here, but since the advent 
of the railroad at least a score of frame 
buildings have been started. With thg 
exception of the lovely mansions and 
grounds lining the river, the most at- 
tractive homes are found on Flores St., 
and it h well named, ai it is a succes- 
sion of flowers and shrubs. 


The town seems well supplied with 


shado trees, the china umbrella having 
the decided preference ; of course the 
pecan here is at home, and hackberry 
is plentiful. 


The water privileges of San Antonio 


arc renowned, and I imagine that the 
San Pedro springs about a mile from 
town, and Me place of resort, must in 
the summer time be a most enchant- 
spot. 
But the central and most prized 


feature of the city is the San Antonio 
river, which courses its way through 
its center, and is the grand artery of 
the town, crossed by n number of large 
stone structures, a deep, clear, blue 
current of arrow like swiftness, having 
at its lowest about as much water as 
the Sangamon at full banks. 


About five miles above the town, at 


the foot of the Guadalupe range, among 
the thousand springs that burst forth, 
is the "Worth," truly one of the rich- 
est gems ever furnished by the Maker 
of all for the appreciation of mankind. 
About 8 feet across ak its surface, and 
measuring 1C} feet—-though appearing 
not over 5—to its rocky bottom ; one 
gazes through the liquid crystal upon 
a bed of precious stones, and the light 
upon the surface, sides and bed brings 
such transcendent riches of color com- 
binations from its pellucid depths, that 
the beholder' exclaims involuntarily 
with wonder and delight.
